7,000 TEXAS PEOPLE 
CROSSINGS VICTIMS 


Out of 12,000 persons killed on the 
highways iii Texas last year, 7,000 
were struck down at grade crossings, 
according to Captain J. D. Fauntel- 
roy, state highway engineer. 
“Investigation has shown that one 
motorist out of every three is care­ 
less at grade crossings,” Capt. Faur.t- 
leroy said. They approach the cross­ 
ings at reckless speed, without taking 
due notice of approaching trains. One 
railroad alone'reported 1,909 motor 
vehicles wrecked in three years. 
“A total of $4,500,OOO was paid 
out in death claims by American in­ 
surance companies for the 3 2,000 
persons killed last year. 
In addition 
to tile fatalities there were I, 500 OOO 
non-fatal injuries. 
During the past three years the 
state highway commission has made 
provision for the elimination of ap­ 
proximately 152 railway crosssings,” 
Capt. Fauntlerov continued," and our I 
work composed fifty more crossings 
probably will be eliminated. 
In ail- I 
dition to the elimination of grace: 
crossings on the state hignways many 
have been eliminated on the second­ 
ary roads thru the efforts of the 
counties and the state department.”

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Today the up-to-date farmhouse is 
lighted by electricity— a luxury that 
would have been deemed impossible 
a few years ago. 
The barn likewise 
The farmer can buy a “lightmg 
unit” for as little as $250. 
It weighs 
only IOO pounds and is portable; he 
can carry it by a handle with one 
hand. 
A switchboard hooks onto it. 
and it will furnish electricity for 
twenty-five twenty watt lamps. 
For $800 he can buy an outfit that 
will run 125 lamps. Engine and gen­ 
erator are installed on the same bed 
plate, the latter being on wheels for 
greater convenience, with the switch - 
board on top. 
Outfits of the kind are usually op­ 
erated by gasoline. 
Some of th<*m 
are automatic, the pressing of a but­ 
ton serving to start the engine and 
turn on the lights. 
The cost of il­ 
luminating an ordinary farmhouse or 
country dwelling is less than $1 a 
week. 
American manufacturers of such 
apparatus are finding a profitable 
market in Argentina, where many 
large farms are directed from central 
groups of buildings, which are really 
villages, with factories, mills, dairy­ 
ing and tanning plants, and some­ 
times schools and churches. 
Being 
far away from any source of power 
supply, the agricultural and industri­ 
al colonies are enabled by this means 
to solve the problem of illumination 
most satisfactorily. 
The oil lamp is 
gradually passing, even in localities 
where a short time ago it was a nec­ 
essity.

When Mr. Williams was informed 
of Mr. Morgan’s desires, the Wise 
county candidate smiled and remark 
ed: “Certainly, Mr. Morgan can get 
a joint discussion.” 
This move on the part of Mr. Mor­ 
gan in Denton had a bad effect, and 
quite a number of Denton citizens 
criticized the Wichita Falls man for 
“butting in” on Williams. 
But Wil­ 
liams smiled, and “Morgan was taken 
on again.” 
Those who attended the speaking 
in the Denton county court house 
remember what happened.

HOMETOWN. 


The community of Hometown had a 
thousand inhabitants, nearly all of 
them 
perfecto 
satisfied 
with 
the 
place; that was tile one strange thing 
about it 
otherwise it was e x a c tly 
like a whole lot of other towns. Any 
way you looked at ii with its dull red 
railway depot, its high, tin-clad grain 
elevator, its little brick bank, its oily 
new 
garage, tilt- postoffice at the 
back of the general store, the hitch­ 
ing 
rail 
around 
the 
court 
house 
square 
a m way you looked at it, it 
w as j u s t like a flock of others, but. if 
you looked at it from a standpoint 
of health and sanitation, it was more 
like its neighbors than ever. 
'J lie stuffy little hotel was without 
i single real bath room. 
In fact 
there were only tour bath rooms in 
town. 
Those in the residences of th* 
banker and the hardware merchant 
were said to Im in actual operation - 
not that the one thousand inhabi­ 
tants 
did 
not enjoy 
bathing, 
but 
thor 
was no good way to run the 
Drainage off from the bath-tubs with­ 
ed overflowing the cess pools in tie­ 
back yards. 
Nobody liked to over­ 
flow the c-‘ss pools, for there were 
wells in the back yards also, and no­ 
body enjoys drinking bathroom water 
even out of a well. 
So when they 
wanted a bath in Hometown they sent 
the women folks out to the wells to 
fill up the buckets and set them on 
the kitchen stove to heat, and they 
shut down the kitchen for a day to 
take baths in it in tubs. 
This was 
Hometown's idea of household con­ 
veniences. 
Now, it was queer about these back 
yard wells. 
There was a water tank 
in town supplied by a pump down be­ 
hind the blacksmith shop, th a t suck­ 
ed w ater from a deep well— good 
water; but still the Inhabitants seem­ 
ed to stick to their own wells in many 
cases, either because they were un­ 
willing to spend a little money to 
pipe the town w ater Into their kitch­ 
ens, or because they had no way of 
running it off again, or because they 
liked the taste of the water out of, 


their own wells best— even after the 
state board of health had examined 
some of them and found the water 
badly tainted Dom the ever increas­ 
ing num ber of little typhoid castle 
along the back alleys. 
A good deal might be said about 
these typhoid castles, but you know 
just what sort they are; 
everybody 
has one at the back of his lot. 
They 
made a picturesque perspective along 
both sides of the alley as ornamental 
as a row of tin cans on a dump. They 
leaked rain and snow bad spells, and 
if the holes in the ground under them 
filled up with water, they leaked filth 
but principally they leaked flies— 
flies that could come in and go out 
whenever they chose and carry their 
filthiness wherever a fly would na­ 
turally go— which seemed to be ev­ 
erywhere in Hometown. 
It may surprise you to learn that 
there was a good deal of typhoid in 
Hometown, but that didn’t surprise 
fhv inhabitants— they were used to 
it. 
They accepted the flies just the 
same as they accepted the fiies and 
mosquitoes 
in 
hot 
weather,. 
The 
mayor’s office was full of govern­ 
ment pamphlets, explaining just how 
to get rid o: flies and mosquitoes and 
typhoid, and proving that they were 
not more necessary than the Hohen- 
zollerns; 
but 
the 
good 
people of 
ometown knew better. 
They ha a 
always had these luxuries, and thev 
always would. 
They had other luxuries in the win­ 
ter in the way the sickness among the 
children. 
The children 
everybody, 
in fact- had to get up out of the 
night every now and then and run 
across the snow to the cold outhouses 
and this often made them sick with 
colds and 
grippe. 
However, sue. 
was the life of Hometown. 
When spring came— you know how 
delightful spring is In a prairie town 
-everybody in Hometown had a cel­ 
lar full of water, if he had any cella" 
at all. 
Apples and potatoes in stor­ 
age rotted u nder ♦he house; 
the 
flour in the pantries mildewed; 
the 
water that ought to have been car­ 
ried away along the city streets, mov­ 
ed out in the middle of them, so 
that the passing vehicles took to the 
sidewalks and splashed on the lawns 
and the front steps of the good resi­ 
dents. 
As the season advanced ami 
things dried up a bit, the warm, still 
air that overhung Hometown about 
sunset became laden with a strong 
perfume that botanists can not ac 
count for, but which seemed to be a 
sort of distilled combination of all 
the odors from the little outhouses 
fortified by the stronger atmosphere 
of the pond behind the livery barn 
and the cess pools behind the four or 
five houses where the bath rooms 
were said to exist. 
The inhabitants of Hometown seem­ 
ed to like this spring fragrance of 
sulphurated hydrogen. 
At least they 
did nothing to cure it. 
Still, they 
seemed not over-anxious to sleep with 
it. 
Many of them closed their bath 
rooms against it at night, and on this 
account looked pretty consum ptive 
Probably the worst spot in town 
was the school. 
Of course the school 


had to have running water in it, 
there were so many hu m an being- 
together. This ru n n m g w ater became 
a problem. 
They couldn’t get rid of 
it at all in a pit in the yard, so they 
had built a small drain to a pond on 
the edge of the town where it ran 
around the fields a bit and caused 
the fa rm e r who owned the tract to 
serve injunction on the town. 
The 
school board couldn’t have the sewer­ 
age in town, and they couldn’t run it 
out of town— they were up against 
it. 
You would be surprised to see how 
many things the good-natured folks 
of Hometown stood for. There wasn r 
a steam laundry in the whole place— 
for where would the w ater of a steam 
laundry go? 
They either did then- 
own washing, or paid express both 
ways to the city and re tu rn to get P 
back next week— perhaps. 
Why, all 
the hot water in a barber shop came 
from a tin tank on top of the stove; 
and the dentist’s office— well I w o n ’t 
describe it. 
I said nearly all the inhabitants 
of Hometown were satisfied with it 
nearly all, but not quite. 
The ho- 
tel-keeper was the first to break out 
in open dissatisfaction. 
The towns­ 
people mostly met each other, he met 
outsiders. 
He never said much about 
this m atter, 
for that would have 
caused the townsfolk not to have pa- 
tranized his house for chicken dinner 
on Hunday during the hot weather; 
but all the same he knew' from what 
the traveling public said about ii. 
that the towrn w'as in a bad shape, 
that the agents of any a firm passe I 
it by on this account, th a t families 
retiring from farm life, chose other 
towns to live in because they offered 
better accommodations, heifer health 
and better schools; that manufactu 
ing plants stayed away from it for 
the same reason that the laundry 
stayed away 
no drainage. 
Now, it w'as real business for the 
hotel man to make Hometown into a 
real place to live, if he could. 
He 
took it up with council. 
“ All 
right,” 
said 
the 
council. 
‘‘Good idea. 
If the town is shabby 
we’ll paint the city hall, and the sta­ 
tue of justice, and put a new school 
house with a sandstone front and a 
cupola. 
T h at ought to get business.'' 
“ It 
w'on’t ” said the hotel man. 
“ T h a t’s only trimmings. 
W hat we 
need 
is real basic improvements.'1 
He called on several resident f a r m ­ 
ers, pretty well fixed. 
Those writh 
automobiles got interested im m edi­ 
ately. 
“ Not yet,” said 
the hotel 
man 
“ You c a n ’t build a street pavement 
on m ud.” 
At this the motoi car owners lost 
interest. 
So he called on the m e r ­ 
chants with basements full of stock 
and here he got action. 
Any mer­ 
chant th a t has a lot of stores ruined 
by spring floods knows what a town 
needs to be put on the map. 
They 
took the old town doctor into their 
confidence, and asked his help In 
proving th a t the towrn needed first 
of all, as a m atter of business and 
good health too, a complete sewerage 
system. 


“ Boys,” said the doctor, “ you’re in 
the wrong place. 
I 
m ake money 
enough in this town from typhoid 
malaria, enteritis aud other disease^ 
easily curable by good sewerage to 
pay for a sewerage system every few 
years. 
You’re asking me to W'orl 
myself out of a job. 
Still, I ’ll not be 
against you. 
Go see the young doc 
tor. 
He has more time for preven 
tive measures. 
I'm too busy curing 
'em.” 
The young doctor was strongly In 
favor of a sewerage system. 
H 
smiled and said that if he lost an 
business th ru 
lack of sickness In 
towrn, he’d get it back when mort 
citizens moved in. 
Also, they could 
elect him commissioner of health 
some day, as a reward. 
He had nu 
merous reports from the state board 
of health in his office. 
He qhoted 
the report w'here it explains how- 
A sewer system helps to get tho 
full benefits out of our water sys 
tem, allows the abandonm ent of cess 
pools and privies and helps toward a 
general clean-up of the town. 
It dries the soil and that has an 
im portant bearing on health. 
It reduces the deaths from typhoid 
probably fifty per cent. 
In some towns it reduces tim fu 
berculosis death rate fifty per cent 
It results in saving money because 
it's the cheapest way to dispose of 
sewerage. 
It increases the value of properly 
drained. 
Then it increases it again by at 
tracting the right people and indus 
tries to the town. 
“ Do you mean to say,” asked the 
hot el man, “ that the state board of 
health says all that for a sewer?” 
“ More too,” replied the young doc 
tor. 
“These are just the high points 
Now, the engineer of the state board 
of health in his report cites a town 
where the typhoid trouble was reduc­ 
ed to one-fifth its former extent when 
the people abandoned all their a n t ­ 
lion ses and connected 
to the new 
sewer system. 
I have a united public 
health service bulletin too, that says 
a town is just as sure of getting re­ 
sults for its money when it buys a 
sewer system as a purchaser can be.” 
“ Surer, I believe,” said the real 
estate man, who had joined in the 
discussion. 
“ For instance, we would 
server the whole town for less money 
than a grand school house, or a new 
city hall would cost, or for even less 
than the cost of good pavement. Now 
these things m ight be ornamental, 
but only a part of our ♦"Iks would 
live in the city hall or the school, or 
use the pavement, whereas a sewer 
system would connect up every holism 
in towrn, and make ©very house more 
com fortable to live in. 
As far as 
costs go it wouldn't cost anything. 
Huppose we spent $50,000. 
After the 
improvements are made— all the im­ 
provements 
that 
a 
sewer 
system 
makes possible— if the price of prop­ 
erty in town doesn't rise several 
tim es that amount, then I don’t know 
anything about real estate.” 
That isn’t quite good enough to 
satisfy these old fellow s who don't 
ever expect to sell any property or 


make any improvements or do any­ 
thing for the town till death over­ 
takes them ,” objected the hotel man. 
In order to get them to adopt civil­ 
ized methods o ftown life, and take 
ized methods of town life, and take 
of packing in wash water and throw­ 
ing dish water out, to attract more 
flies, we'll have to figure it out as a 
direct cash saving.” 
“ All right,” said the real estate 
man, “ here it is in dollars and cents; 
Over here in Nexttown they’ve just 
put In a sewer system. 
I happen) to 
know that for the average size lot, 
which is sixty-six feet wide, the cost 
is $7.00 a year for twenty years, and 
after there nothing. 
On the other 
hand the cost of pumping out a cess 
pool is easily $10.00 a year for as 
long as you have th© tank. 
It might 
be said that some of them don’t pump 
out their tanks, and just let them 
overflow, but times are changing. All 
such violations of health ordinances 
will soon lead to trouble. 
Old old- 
tiers might as well look modern con­ 
ditions in the face And he good citi­ 
zens. 
In future it will be either 
$10.00 a year with no convenience 
or $7.00 a year with convenience 
That’s about as good a business pro 
osition as they e-'er had in th 
lives.” 
Ho finally, to make the story sho 
ne community of Hometown got 
self a board of improvements and 
up its streets and put in a sewer 
em with a neat little disposal pl 
at the end of it down the creek. 
junctions ceased coming in fro 
disgruntled neighbors, the conditions 
of the 
bool changed completed. For 
the ” rrr time in their lives the chil­ 
dren had modern plumbing and san­ 
i t y equipment. 
They told about it 
at home— the well-aired wash rooms, 
the lr ng line of porcelain wash ba­ 
sins, the shower baths for the school 
athletes. 
This made it all the easier 
for the city council to enforce the 
ordinance compelling the abandon­ 
ment of the typhoid castles on the 
nllev and to get every house connect­ 
ed to the sewer. 
Bath-tubs began to 
Arrive in Hometown on every freight; 
water pipes found their way into all 
the houses. 
It became old-fashioned 
to trapes out in the back-yard for 
conveniences that ought to have been 
found in the house long ago. 
Folks 
lived in better air, in better comfort* 
they had more time to live in, and 
they got more joy out of it. 
The 
women had more chance to get out of 
the kitchens and take part in public 
affairs. 
They didn’t stop at cleaning 
up back-yards and alleys. 
The whole 
town began to clean up; 
the ponds 
disappeared; 
so did the muddy ruts; 
the mosquitoes went out of business; 
the old doctor retired on his Income; 
the young doctor made more money 
as a prevention expert th an as a cur­ 
er; 
the town acquired a steam laun­ 
dry, a canning factory, an Ice plant, a 
library, a business m an’s club. 
In 
no tim e at all It was all different— It 
got out of the mud— it was on the 
map. 
But you know all about Hometown. 
You’ve seen it. 
Perhaps you’ve lived 
there. 
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When Languid,

In announcing as an independent candidate for congress to fill 
out the unexpired term of the Honorable Lucian W. Parrish I fully 
appreciate the responsibilities that go with that great office, and 
if elected I pledge the people of this district my best services in 
looking after their interests and welfare. 
I. 
The tariff is the paramount issue now before the peo­ 
ple, 
I am in favor of a tariff that will equally protect the products 
of the farm, ranch and factory, as well as oil and other mineral 
products produced in this district. 
I care not what name you 
this tariff, whether you call it a tariff for revenue, or a p ro te c t!^ 
tariff. 
Any tariff bill passed will carry protection as to all products 
upon which duties are collected, regardless of its name. 
I utterly 
condemn the present Underwood Tariff Bill, which is endorsed by 
the democratic party, because it rankly discriminates against every­ 
thing produced in this district. 
Andrew Jackson founded the demo­ 
cratic partv and laid down the principles which always governed 
it on the tariff until recent years. 
The doctrine of free raw 
materials favored by the present democratic party is a direct re­ 
pudiation of the position of Andrew Jackson on the tariff, which 
was that the tariff should lay its burdens equally upon all products 
and sections, and if elected I will insist that the present tariff bill 
carry protective duties upon all farm, ranch and mineral products 
of this district, and I therefore, heartily endorse the position of our 
late congressman, the Honorable Lucian W. Parrish, on the tariff 
issue. 
The tariff is the all-important issue now before the American 
congress. 
I have always believed in the principles of democracy 
as laid down by the founder of the democratic party, Andrew Jack­ 
son. and my position on the tariff bill now pending before congress 
is identical with the position President Jackson took in his mes­ 
sages to congress, and which position was endorsed by every dem­ 
ocratic platform until the platform of 1892. 
I am absolutely op­ 
posed to the tariff position now bering taken by the democratic 
party and which, if enacted, will absolutely paralize the agricul­ 
tural, livestock and business industry of this district. 
While there are other issues of importance that will come 
up for settlement during this unexpired term, many of which can 
not now be anticipated, there are some that can be foreseen, and 
I f r a n k l y give my views on such issues as will probably come before 
congress in the near future. 


The immediate stabilization of money values In the exchange 
m arkets of the world is essential to America’s foreign trade, and 
I favor such action on the part of this government as will, in 
co-operation with the other nations, remedy these conditions «*o 
vital to American trade and industry, and that will remove all 
barriers to our foreign trade, to the end that the products of 
the farm and factory may be freely sold in the open markets of 
the world. 
There is no more im portant problem before the Ameri­ 
can people today. 
2. 
I favbr the passage of legislation that will give the farm ­ 
ers and producers of the nation the right to organize co-opera­ 
tive associations to m arket the products of the farm and ranch. 
3. 
I believe in the rigid enforcement of all criminal statutes 
under the jurisdiction of the United States courts. 
4. 
I strongly urge the creation of a system of intermediate 
credits, running for one, two and three years, in order that the 
farm ers and stockmen may obtain loans at a fair rate for suf­ 
ficient time to enable them to prepare the products of the farm 
and ranch for suitable markets, and to sell such products win ii 
ready and not before. 
5. 
The demands of taxation for the support of the federal 
government now lays its burden on almost every home and bus­ 
iness in the United States, and I favor the most rigid economy in 
all governmental expenditures, a sweeping reduction in the pres­ 
ent number of government employees, the elimination of large 
number of government bureaus now in Washington, and the strict­ 
est supervision of all public expenditures. 
I am also opposed 
to granting bonuses and pensions to persons in the civil service 
of the government; 
they should be paid reasonable salaries for 
their services, and by th rift and economy save a competence for 
their old age, just as other citizens must do. 
I, therefore, favor 
repeal of legislation granting such bonuses aud pensions. 
6. 
I am in favor of limiting the numbers in our army and 
navy to the lowest point consistent with national safety, and I 
endorse the action of the present administration in calling the 
Arms Conference for that purpose. 
I believe the National Guard, 
properly organized and administered, is the cheapest and most ef­ 
fective way to provide an army in time of emergency, but its 
officers should be men well trained in the profession of arms. 
7. 
I believe in states rights and am absolutely opposed to 
encroachment of the federal government upon the powers and 
rights reserved unto the states. 
A bureaucratic government tends 
to destroy freedom. 
Good government can only be had by main­ 


taining the principle of local self-government. 
8. 
I believe in the highest development of the individual 
initiative of our citizens and that the government should not under­ 
take any business or industry that can be effectively handled by 
the individual wTith due regard to the rights of the public. 
I 
am opposed to government ownership of railroads, and favor pri­ 
vate ownership and control of our transportation facilities under 
government supervision. 
To save the business of the country from 
irreparable injury, railroad rates must be speedily reduced to the 
end that freight may be moved and commerce restored to its nor 
mal efficiency. 
The over-shadowing domestic question that will 
have to be solved in the immediate future is that relating to 
the problem of transportation, and to the just solution of these 
problems I pledge my very best efforts. 
9. 
I am opposed to all governmental expenditures on loca. 
projects, other than those necessary for an efficient administration 
of the government, until our war debt is paid. 
10. 
I endorse the action of the last administration, as well 
as the present one, in refusing to recognize the Mexican govern­ 
ment, until satisfactory guarantees are made that American lite 
and property will be given full protection, and that the efisting 
government is able to maintain law* and order. 
11. 
The unrestricted admission of radical aliens in this coun­ 
try threatens the foundation of American government, and I favor 
the passage of a lawr that will stop all immigration into this country, 
except desirable members of the immediate families of foreigners 
who are already residents of this country. 
12. 
We have millions of acres of public lands belonging to 
(he government; 
none of these lands can be had from the gov­ 
ernment except by actual settlement for a term of years. 
I favor 
dividing these lands among the soldiers of the late war and r e ­ 
moving therefrom the conditions of settlement so that those who 
desire to may settle upon them, and those who do not may sell 
them. 
I also favor the present policy of the government in pro­ 
viding for irrigation of these lands as rapidly as possible. To di­ 
vide these lands among our soldiers would, in my opinion, give 
homes to those who wanted them and to those who are 
in im­ 
mediate need of cash, provide far more aid 
than would a each 
bonus, especially when the government has no cash and could not 
obtain any without levying additional taxes. 
I am, therefore, op­ 
posed to the cash bonus, or any other form of bonus that causes 
an additional tax levy on the people, who are already over-bur­ 
dened with heavy taxes.
